The idependant claims 1,10 and 17 do not describe clearly what is claimed 
for the following reasons: 

- Reference (1) relates to an enclosure in claims and to a chassis in the 
description. 

- It is difficult to see and enclosure with only 2 parallel sides as 
described in claims 

- The meaning of "...each side comprising portions of at 

least extending from the the second side.." does not make sense as it 

is not possible to relate the 1-3 drawings and the 7-9 drawings. 
From the drawings it is unclear how the chassis, the panels and the 
links are assembled together to built an enclosure. 

- The word triskelion seems inapropriate because it covers any plane 
figure with 3 radiating branches. 
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
